Company at Curnee Agrees lo 
J1.48i for the Six Months 

Elgin, Illinois, March 15.— The price 
of milk as fixed toda^ by tho Bor- 
den company, is a disappointment to 
the farmers, and something of a revolt 
has taken place. The buying combine 
does not meet the request of the Pro- 
ducers' association, but fixes an aver- 
age price of $1.3-1 1-16 for the ensuing 
six months. The rate by month, per 
100 pounds is as follows: April, $1.50; 
May, ?1.30; June, $1 10; 'July. $1.30; 
August $1.50; September, . $1.45. A 
premium of 10 cents -per 100 Is to be 
paid on milk testing 8.8 in butter fat 
This average of $1.34 1-16 per 100 
is only 8 cents more than was paid last 
summer, and the general disposition 
among producers was to refuse to sign 
contracts for'the season. They had set 
their mark at $1.50 as, the minimum. 
The now price is a fraction unc|er 3 
a quart, ■ ^ , 

A number of farmers have refused 
to sign and many of them gathered for 
a discussion of the situation. 

Milk producert of l4ake county who 
sell to the Bowman Bottling company 
of Gurnee have won a decided victory. 
This became apparent Monday morning 
when the Bowman people gave out 
their schedule of prices for the ensuing 
six months- The average per month is 
$L48J per 100 pounds which Is greatly 
in contrast to the price of $1.34 given 
but by the Borden company of Chicago 
a few days ago. The price established 
by the Bowman people includes stable 
inspection which adds 10 cents per 100 
pounds, 

Following is the price given out by 
the Bowman people for the next aix 
months: April, $1.60; May, $1.25; June, 
$L15; July $1.35;, August, $1.50; Sep- 
tember, $1,65. / • 

The ten pe/cent bonus must be ad- 
ded to these prices In order to reach 
the amount which will be poid to all 
proiiucers who come under the stable 
teat and practically all of them do. In 
addition the furmera receive a bonus 
for all ^milk thit tf;ats over 3.6 butter 
fat. I 

The Lake County Milk Producers' as- 
sociation has been making a light for 
higher prices and to this insistent de- 
mand is attributed the raise in price 
given by the comijany. Last year the 
Bowman people paid but $1.26 per hun- 
dred for milk and no bonus was given 
for stable inspection. This year the 
association demanded $1,50 per hun- 
dred. The Bowman people compromis- 
ed by giving a price which nearly 
reached this figure. 

Supervisor Ralph Chittenden of Gur- 
nee, one of the directors of the Milk 
Producers' association^ declared that 
the price .given out by the Bowman 
people is perfectly satisfactory and he 
says' all producers will sign up. It is 
the highest price paid for milk in this 
vicinity.

Wm. Coaxter, a Pinlander, was shot 
in the leg by Officer Patrick Salmon on 
Monday afternoon at 4 o'clock when 
the foreigner started in to beat up the 
officer after he had taken hold of him 
to arrest him for assaulting one John 
Kokony, 726 Caroline Place. 

The victim vwas injured in such a 
manner that he was rushed to the hos- 
piUl where Dr. Bellows administered 
anti-tpxin in hopes of preventing blood 
poisoning. The bullet was found to 
have passed clear through the fleshy 
part of his leg. 

Kokonay, the victim of Coaxter's as- 
sault, was knocked cold by his aasailont 
and he lay limp on the walk In front ojf 
Charles Holmstein's saloon, while the 
©nicer pursued Coaxter. Later Koko- 
nay was taken to the station where he 
was kept over night' It was found 
that' be had a battered face, two or 
three teeth having been knocked out by 
his assailant. Kokonoy stated that he 
did not know what caused the other 
man to attack him. He says ho emerg- 
ed fronri the aaloon and Coaxted asaault- 
.ed him before he knew it, knocking 
him cold on the walk where he lay un- 
conacioua all the time. the officer was 
chasing, the man he later shot » • 

Officer Salmon happened to be near 
Lake street- when he saw the fracas 
and heard people yelling for the police. 
He hastened to the spot but Coaxter 
had made his getaway and the officer 
started after him. He was led in a 
roundabout course down Marion street, 
the culpit running through alleys and 
actpas' lots Officer Salmon, however, 
figured correctly when he doubled up on 
Coaxter and hurried around Oak street, 
going down as far aa Liberty street 
There, sure enough, he saw Coaxtei* 
coming west, and as the fellow saw him 
ho sought to escaye but the officer soon 
had hold of him. Coaxter, a powerful 
Finlander, hauled back and struck the 
officer a blow in the face which stagger- 
ed him but did not send him down as it 
had the other victim. 

After striking the officer, Coaxttr 
started to run and the officer started to 
run and the officer drew his revolver. 
[He states that he fired once in the air 
I to" scare the fellow and make him halt 
but he kept running, whereupon he 
took aim at his legs and fired. The 
offender was winged all right for he 
dropped with a yell of pain. 

Blood spurted from his wounds for 
the bullet had penetrated the fleshy 
part of his leg, passing clear through. 
The officer then telephoned headquar- 
ters and the White-Tobin ambulance 
was called, the victims being rushed to 
the hospital. . 

The shooting cauaed a big senation 
down, town as reports were that- an 
officer had killed a man. .

The Resolution Presented at Waukcgpn 
Armory Meeting

Whereas, a large proportion of the 
crime, pauperism and insanity of Lake 
county is caused by the saloon and 

Whereas, the county is the unit of 
government and taxation in the state 
and farmbrs who pay a large percent- 
age of the taxes which are expended 
to care for the crime, pauperism and 
insanity engendered by the saloon are 
disfrancniaed on this question and 

Whereas, the-saloon Is a detriment to 
the moral and economic interests of 
Lake county, wrecking homes, break- 
ing heartfl, blighting lives, destroying 
happiness, defying law. Therefore be 
it 

Resolved, That we, the 18 churches 
federated this evangelistic movement 
give to Senate Bill No. 194 our unquali- 
fied endorsement and urge our repre- 
sentative in the legislature at Spring- 
field to work end vote for the passage 
of said measure. And be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of these re-

HUNTERS ARE NEAR 
DEATH WHEN BOAT 
UPSET SUNDAY EVE 

Two men, one of them Charies Law- 
rence Boecklen of Chicago hud a nar- 
row escape from death by drowning or 
freezing Sunday when their open boat 
capsized while they were duck hunting 
on. Lake Pistakee, adjoining Fox Lake 
Thev were rescued by Herman Mathe- 
son, proprietor of the Matheson hotel 
on the shores of the lake, and Jacob 
Larson, a boat builder, who found them 
half frozen from exposure in the water, 
Bpecklen, who is a member of Boeck- 
len Bros., commercial artists, 417 South 
Dearborn street, and Joseph Franka 
who lives hear the lake, were thrown 
out of their boat In a squall late in the 
afternoon. They cluug to the bottom 
of the boat in ah attempt to keep from 
drowmng in the icy water. 

They found it impossible to right the 
boat or to keep from slipping from its 
sides. Extending their arms across its 
bottom, they clasped hands and started

waves that struck them covered them 
with water and in ashort time 4 coat of 
ice had formed over the boat and their 
arms. In this conditiontheyworked to 
get hearer the shore. They were'aight 
,ed by Matheson and Larson, who im- 
mediately put out a boat and dragged 
them in.

However, he managed to hold his 
own strong enough to tie with his op- 
ponent This condition of affairs re- 
quired that each of the contestants 
should file nomination papers with the 
town clerk before twelve o'clock of 
the same night >This they both did and 
the matter will be fought out at the 
polls on election day. April 1.

According to the' census of 1912, tho 
valuo of tho farm buildings on all tho 
farms In tho United Stotea ts 56,- 
825,451,528. Thla Is nearly onoialxth 
of tho total value of all farm proi>- 
erty, and were It not for the largo 
farma and ranchea of the west, which 
aro equipped with comparatively 
cheap buildings whoso value 1» very 
small in comparison with that of the 
farms upon which thoy are located, 
'^s fraction would have a much high- 
er value. 

On buildings of the ordinary type 
tho deproclatlon is quite severe, and 
tho expense of maintenance is corre- 
spondingly high; both will amount to 
at least 5 per cent, each year of the 
total value of the building, or some- 
thing over |31G,000.000. If, by using 
better materiala and better typea of 
construction, there con bo, erected at 
practically the came cost as Inferior 
ones buUdjnga that will 'roduco this 
enormous maintenance and deprecia- 
tion expense by half, It la certainly 
dofllrablo that advaniago be taken of 
thla opportunity for economy. 

Economy and efllcloncy can be ob- 
tained by a proper arrangement of 
buildings with regard both to location 
on tho farm and to their relation to 
each other. The farmstead proper 
ahould be located under tho govern- 
ment of several factors— topography 
of tho farm, nccoBalbillty to the varl- 
quB fields, and proximity to tho high- 
woy. Advantage ahould bo taken of 
a high, well-drained aito which will 
admit, of good development, and 
which la not too far distant from the 
extreme limits of the farm, and which 
may be anywhere froni 150 to 40o feet 
from tho highway. 

In tho past by far the greater num- 
ber of farm hulldinga have beep con- 
structed of wood, with Uttlo or no ef- 
fectlvo foundation. In aome localities 
where stone la abundant this moto- 
rlal waa used to some oxtent; here 
and there Ib aeen a brick structure. 
On the whole, however. It la raanlfoat 
that tho average farmer did not build 
for permanence. 

With tho advent of cheap cement, 
every farmer in tho country can erect 
Btructuroa that will enduro almoat In- 
definitely., and can do so at a. coat 
which la often leas than that of wood.

Is negligible, and the nialntcnance 
coat la a minimum. All tho smaller 
buildings on a farm can bo built of 
concrete, and while It may be Imprac- 
tical to use this material entirely in 
all casea for bams, cribs; reeldcnces, 
etc., yet It ts so adaptable In various 
forms that It may bo used alraoat any- 
where. Largo concrete bulldlnga eith- 
er of tho block type or of monolithic, 
single or double wall, construction are 
common, and their coat compares very 
favorably indeed with that of wood 
structures. 

Tho use of.crfbcroto in granary con- 
struction has met with conalderablo 
ooposltlon among farmers, the objec- 
tion being that tho floors "drew damp- 
ness." Thla objection can be elim- 
inated by putting a good base of cin- 
dera^or screened gravel under the 
floor, to provide drainage, and making 
tho floor Itself Impervious to mois- 
ture by meana of a- rich mixture or 
preferably by means of a waterproof- 
ing compound intimately mixed with 
the concrete. Such a floor is more ro- 
alatant to molature than any wood 
'floor ever laid. For granarlea In which 
the BuperBtrycturo Is of wood special 
btuddlng sockets are on the market 
which admit of placing the atuddlng 
directly on tho floor without the use 
of a bolted ^111. There has been de- 
vised, too, a special alotted concreto 
block for corn bin walls. 

Tho atavo silo Is a structure which 
has outlived ita uaefulneas except In 
casea where only a temporary silo la 
desired. The modem alio la built 'of 
aolld reinforced concreto or .of vitri- 
fied tile, at a coat but alightly above 
that of a atave eilo. and Ita lifo Is of 
almost Indefinite duration. ' 

The modem farm residence la not 
the ungainly square box which stands 
so forbiddingly and unprotected along 
tho roadside, but la Instead a well- 
designed, comfortable, attractive 
homo, surrounded by carefully planted 
trees and shrubs. It la fitted with 
every modem convenience; it has hot 
and cold, hard and soft water avail- 
able under proBBuro; It haa a bath- 
room and a water cloaot connecting 
with a complete sewage dispoeal aya- 
tem: it haa electricity for lights and 
power. This houao la built of con- 
crete or of brick or of tile, and not 
only will the farmer enjoy Ita com- 
forts himsenr. but hla children and hla 
children's children will live to reap 
the berieflta which can bo so easily 
provided.

W&ahlngton, March 19.— Prcsjaont 
Wilson iBHUod the formal proclama- 
tion Monday convonlns congroBa la 
oxtra BOBsloti at noon April 7. Tho 
preaMont's pronouncement was brlot 
and followed form closely. It Is stated 
inoroly that "whereas, public Interests 
require" conRross would be convened 
In extra eoaslon by order of the execu- 
Uve. 

Originally Mr. Wilson had fixed 
April I as tho date. Roprcsentatlvo Un- 
derwood, the Democratic majority 
leader, having Informed him that tho 
tarlfr bills, to which It was agreed con- 
RresH should hnvo Immediate atteu- 
tlon, would bo ready on that date. Mr. 
Underwood found, however, that tho 
ways and moans committee would 
need another week to draft tho sched- 
ules and tho date set was selected in 
deference to the wishes of Loader 
Underwood and house leaders. 

Tho abaenco of nny speclftc reason 
for tho calling of the extra. session is 
explained by tho fact that Mr. ^Vll• 
Bon's statement immediately after his 
election declared that he would call an 
extra sosslon to revise the tariff. 

President Wilson plans to point out 
Bpcclflcally his w^lshos for tho extra 
session in his first message. In prep- 
aration. This, It is Unown from talks 
rhe president has had with members 
of congress, will outline the adminis- 
tration's Idea of how the tariff should 
he revised and just what schedules 
should be taken up. 

Tho toellet Is general that the entire 
message will bo taken up with a dis- 
cussion oC tho tariff, except the last 
paragraph or two» which will draw at- 
tention to tho need of currency legisla- 
tion at tho earliest possible moment 
and will Indicate the Intention nf tho 
proaldent to send later a apeclai mes- 
tsago on that or other subjects which 
he beUaTe& should bo considered by 
tho .now congress. 

The tariff plan will be submitteiS 
first to a caucus and then directly to 
the house by the ways and means 
committee. 



Nogaloa, Ariz.. March 15.— After a 
torrillc battle which lasted throughout 
tho day the federal gaVrlsou at 
Nogaloa, Sonora. surrendered to Gen- 
eral Obregou, the rebel commander, 
Thursday nlRht at 6:40 o'clock. 

Late in the afternoon tho federals 
were driven back from their outposts 
by a dotormlnud attack on tho right 
front and extreme left trenches, tho 
Huorta soldiers ileelug to the cover ot 
the town. This was followed au hour 
later by their surrender. The flro on 
tho American side was increased by 
the retreat and when a report reached 
Lieutenant Colonel Tate that one of 
his GOO troopers of the Fifth cavalry 
had been wounded, ho hastily 'assem- 
bled hJs men. Orders had been re- 
ceived from Washington to withhold 
lire and these orders were obeyed all 
day. 

Ilullets rained on Nogales, Ariz., 
during tho battle and created a crlt- 
leal International situation which has 
not been equaled since tho battle of 
Juarez two years ago. 

Three noncombatants were wound- 
ed on the American sldo and two 
women had narrow escapes from in- 
jury, one bullet piercing a woman's 
skirt while she was on the porch ot 
her homo. Tho killed and injured In 
tho battle could not bo learned, but 
the number Is large. 

In the meanwhile troops were 
rushed here from Fort lluachuca, 
Ariz., and Thursday night American 
troopers were on duty along the bor- 
der.

Rome. March 14.— When J. Pierpont 
Morgan reached this city his relatives, 
friends and physicians who are trav- 
eling with him showed considerable 
anxiety over the condition ot tho New 
Yorlt financier's health. 

Seized with a sudden weakening 
spell as he was about to disembark 
from tho Adriatic at Naples. It became 
necessary for Mr. Morgan practically 
to be carried ashore by three persons 
and lifted aboard the train for Rome. 
So great was the concern of those 
around him that it was feared any- 
thing might happen before Rome was 
reached, but fortunately tho Journey 
was made without recurrence of the 
symptoms. As an extra precaution to 
Insure tho comfort of the Invalid, the 
special train costing |3.000 was made 
heavier by adding two cars to prevent 
Jolting. 

Mr. Morgan's Installation at tho 
Grand hotel here was attended by en- 
couragln'g signs of Improvement. 

He Is resting quietly, but under 
strict injunctions that the three weeks' 
stay here, which has been decided up- 
on, shall be characterized by absolute 
repose, neither paying nor receiving 
calls.

Three Mllltla Companies Guard Assail- 
ant of Young Girl In 

Salem (111.) Jail. ' 



'HUMAN FLY' HAS CLOSE CALL 



Salem. 111., March 17.— Tho jail nt 
Salem was guarded Friday night by 
three companies of mllltla. Tho state 
troops wore ordered out by Governor 
Dunne' In response to a message from 
Sheriff Charles W. Purcell ot Marlon 
county that he was unable alone to 
cope with a situation arisen through 
the arrest of Frank Sullens. white, 
twenty-one years old, charged with an 
attack on Dorothy, the fourteon-y car- 
old daughter of Judge Charles HolL 

All afternoon an angry- mob of men 
swarmed through tho streets and sev- 
eral times were dispersed from In 
front ot the Jail by Sheriff Purcell 
and a number ot specially sworn In 
deputies. ^ 

The mob, though threatening, lacked 
loaders, and was handled by Sheriff 
Purcell artd his deputies, though late 
in the afternoon the sherlft appealed 
to the governor for assistance. Mllltla 
from Olney. Shelbyvllle and Effingham 
at once were ordered to Salem and 
later the company at Altamont was 
dispatched. 



St Louis, March 17.— Causing loss 
of life and great property damage a 
huge storm spread over the entire 
middle west, tho Rocky mountain re- 
gion, the south and tho southeasU 
Friday. 

In the middle. west and tho southern 
states tho storm took tho form of 
winds of high velocity. 

A conservative estimate places tho 
number of dead In tho southern slates 
and lower middle west at fifty, with 
not fewer than 200 Injured and a 
property loss of $3,000,000 or more.

JBO.OOO In Pro- 
vencal, and other districts suffer 
greatly. 

Texas— One killed, several Injured, 
and property loss ot $100,000 to 
Brookcland. 

Omaha, Neb., March 17.— Tho enUre 
trans-MlsBOuri country from tho river 
to the Rocky mountains had for twen- 
ty-four hours Friday night been In tho 
grip of the worst spring storm ever 
known In this territory. Not a freight 
train was In operation between Omaha 
and the mountains Friday, half the 
telephone and telegraph wires were 
down, passenger trains wore from foiir 
to ten hours late, and general businesa 
was suspended. The temperature was 
only Just lielow freezing, but a fifty- 
mile wind was filled with snow, and 
plows wore In service on all lines. 

Buenos Aires, Argentina, March 17. 
— Twenty persons were killed or seri- 
ously Injured by a destructive cyclone 
hero Friday. The property damage Is 
very heavy. 



•London, Mareh 18.— Ten thousand 
persons, with cbples of the Referee, a 
Sunday journal, still damp with the 
printer's Ink, In their hands, In which 
was exposed an nllogod plan on the 
part ot suffragettes to kidnap David 
Lloyd George, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, mobbed tho advocates of 
equal suffrage who attempted to hold 
a mooting In Hyde park Sunday, 
' The women were pelted with clods 
of dirt, oranges and other mlasllos, 
and when the police were escorting 
them from tho scone the rioters tore 
off their hats and cloaks and even 
struck some ot them In tho face. 

For two hours the park, where dem- 
onstrations until recently wore held in 
peace, and Oxford street, near by, 
were tho scenes of wildest disorder. 

The trouble began when "Genorar 
Mrs. Flora Dnlmmond mounted a 
wngtfn and started to speak to tho 
groat assemblage, which was largely 
made up ot youths, who had armed 
themselves with ammunition of vari- 
ous descriptions or with trumpets, 
mouth organs and bolls. Her appear- 
ance nt tho front of tho platform was 
'the signal for an outburst of deafen- 
ing noise and a bombardment of mls- 
Bfles. She hardly had uttered a word 
when a clod of turf struck her In the 
mouth. 

Mrs. Drummond maintained her 
good ^ature. smiled at her tormentors 
and continued her speech amid a 
veritable tornado of abuse, cat-calls, 
ragtime choruses and cries of "Go 
home to your children." 

For half an hour the crowds shout- 
(*d. sang and pelted the suffragette 
commandor-ln-chlot, whose clothes 
soon were a mass of mud. At last 
Mrs. Drummond's speech came to an 
end and a younger woman took her 
place. She fared no better, and the 
polloc, realizing the danger tho v/om- 
en were In, called upon the chairman 
to close the meeting. 

Tho 'tiollce endeavored to pilot tho 
women to tho tube station, but the 
crowd brushed them aside and 
dragged the women up and down the 
Blrcet In the melee ono woman's eye 
was blackened and the clothes of all 
were torn and disheveled. 

Ono of the speakers, a Miss Rogers, 
collapsed as she was being escorted 
from tho park, and her clothes wore 
on tho point ot being torn from her 
when tho police succeeded In rescuing 
the woman. 

It was a regular stand-up fight be- 
tween the police and the crowds.

Tho whole Is covered with* 
green allk cloth and veiled from ordi- 
nary sight Of course no one must 
touch It, It is not quite orthodox that 
any one elso should aee It save on cer- 
tain great festivals, but this Is one of 
the occaBlons when It may bo seen 
though guardedly. 

In the little Interval that, remained 
before tho service began, the high 
prloat*a son showed us over the moun- 
Uiln top, pointing out the famous ruins 
there.

After being dressed 
they are put Into a pit which serves 
as an oven the bottom being covered 
with hot coala each carcaaa being aup- 
ported on stavea. Tho right fore- 
quarter of each sheep la put In aepa- 
rately as the -'portion of the prleata. 
The pit la then closed with graaa mata 
lind earth to exclude the air and left 
for thoroaatlng process to go on. Dur- 
*lng all this time, loud prayers and 
ahouta of 'rejoicing fill the air. After 
saluting one another they retire to 
their tenta to reat until midnight 
when the roast lambs are to bo eaten 
according to tho ritual. A few keep 
watch at the oven. 

At midnight a herald proclaims that 
the hour has come, and all put on their 
sandals, gird their lolna and take' their 
ataves in hand. They gather cloae 
roun^ tho roaat lambs which .have 
been drawn from the hot pit and- 
placed on white cloths spread on tho 
ground. They eat atandlng, with aan- 
dala on and atavea in hand, with every 
indication of haate, aa though about 
to start on a journey. They guard 
the feast from the many Moslem speo- 
tatora who try to torment them by 
snatching some of the roaat lamfl aa 
It Is being eaten. The bones are 
thrown Into tho open furnace, for 
nothing of It 'la to; remain until the 
morning. 

Tho entire acene. being enacted at 
midnight, 'In ttio light ot the fuU 
moon of this, the flrat of the Jewlah 
months (April) on tho summit of thla 
hlatorlc mount Juat according to the 
ritual handed down from the hoary 
paat Is moat Impreaslve — the white 
robed partlclpanta, tho dlgnlflod high 
priest the Interested tourlat guesta. 
tho curlouB alien crowd, of spectator* 
and tormentors, the picturesque tent^ 
the heaps of eloquent ruins, the moon 
bathed aea to the weat, the plain be* 
low with Its sites telling of sacred 
scenes from the old testament and 
from tho now— all theao conspire to 
leave ;\n Indelible Imprasslon on ono*«

WASHINGTON.— While the poatof-

THE United States revenue cutter 
service— the Red Cross of tho sea 
—broke all Us previous heroic and hu- 
manltarlan records during the fiscal 
year 1912. Thousands ot lives and 
hundreds of tempeat-tosaed vesaels. 
valued, with their cargoea, at nearly 
$11,000,000, wore aaved from the perils 
of stormswept aeas by tho little cut- 
tern which guard the coastline of the 
United Statea In an unbroken line, 
from Maine to Texas, and from Alaska 
to California, nervously alert for the 
"3 O S." 

Tho annual report ot Capt B- P. 
Bertlioof, commandant of the aervlce, 
made public the other day. Is a reci- 
tation of thrilling adventure of this 
arm ot tho federal government, older 
than the American navy. A total of 
260 dlatreaaed veaaels wore asalatod 
during tho year, and their burden of 
2,212 Boula rescued from impending 
death. One hundred and six, persona 
were actually aaved from drowning. 

"For every dollar tho government 
Invested In the maintenance of the 
revenue cutter service," says 1 Capt 
Berthof. , "there has been a return of 
J4.36 in tho form of property saved 
from the perils of the sea, and thla In 
addition to lives saved 'and other ben- 




eficial acta performed." To accom- 
pllah this work there havo been 25 
cruising cutters and 18 harbor vesaels 
and launches employed during the 

year. 

Among other unuaual Incldenta, 
Capt. BerthoU told of how "piratical 
native wreckers" awarmed down upon 
the Hamburg- American ateamer Prlnz 
Joachim when, with a largo party of

THERE la an untraveled section of 
tho Pierce Mill road which invites 
to a picturesque walk. This, ancient 
road rambles along through an Inter- 
eatlng country from Wlsconaln avenue 
to Connecticut avenue, but east of the 
latter splendid highway the traveler 
who would enter Rock Creek park will 
turn southeast along Connecticut ave* 
nue till coming to Tlldon street, which 
loads to the park edge. Then, by 
pnaaing the more than century-old 
spring house, a gray atone structure 
roofed by green and moaay shingles, 
which- was erected by Isaac Pierce In 
1801, you enter Rock Creek park at 
Pierce's mill by way of the Plerco 
Mill road. 

On the east aide of Connecticut ave- 
nue, grading and building have effaced 



the Fierce Mill road, but atrlko east- 
ward, and opposite the south front of 
Holy Crosa ocaderay look to the right, 
and you will And an untraveled and 
abandoned, road. The atony way la 
nearly covered with brown turf, and 
where It la not so covered the whito 
quartz with which the roadbed was 
once repaired la grown with moss and 
gray lichen. Ix)W banka on tho aldea 
show how the road waa wprn down. 
Pines — poor, atunted apeclmena — 
border tho road, and. on the right hand 
tho traveler looka across Tlldon street, 
which Ilea bolow, and southward, and 
eaatward over a' considerable extent 
of the city. You^ aro led on through 
thickets of amall pines, whose green 
la grateful, and through a copse of 
oaka dismally bare and with a few 
brown, shriveled leaves atlll holding 
fast to tho sapless branches. 

The eastward courae of tho road la 
broken by a aharp turn which leads 
down the hill through, which Tlldon 
street was cut and into the ravine or 
vale through which many of the older 
travelers passed on their way to and 
from the mlll.^ On the left there Is a 
high bonk and a steep hill.

In connection with weeks of illness, 
the cause of which was lagrippe, Mr. 
J. G. Rowling suffered a stroke of par-

Joseph G. Rowling born Dec. 8, 1833, 
Manlius, Onondago county, New York.

He came herf, accompanied by his 
son Lincoln in 1890. 

He was married to Mrs. Hattie Rich- 
ards in 1897, who now survives. His 
two children survive him. Lincoln of 
Eugene, Oregon, and Mrs. Lucy Ed- 
monds of McLouth, Kansas. He has 
eleven grand children and six great 
grand children, two brothers John of 
Loke Villa, and Edwin of Grayslake 
and a sister Mrs. Jane Hook of Lake 
Villa.
